the 
coming 
storm 
and 
heard its roar. 
In my tour of Egypt I sood on. the 
great pyramid of Cheops and looked 
across a desert as far as the eye 
could see, and th a t is a long way 
in that clear, dry atmosphere. 
In 
the opposite direction I could see 
across the va lley of the Nile, which 
stream courses its way along the 
center of the strip of valley ren­ 
dered fertile and fruitful by its w a­ 
ters, and beyond this I could see 
the desert on the other side. 
On camel’s back I rode th ro u g h 
that desert as far as the Tombs of 
the Kings, a parching hot, windy 
journey, over a desolate and weary 
land.
